MURDER "AND 
SUICIDE 


‘Sensational Inquest 


‘ Southport, June 28. 
A coroner’s jury, concluding 
Britain’s most sensational in- 


for{ quest in years, returned a ver- 


dict on Friday that Dr Robert 
Clements, who died py his own 
hand, had murdered his fourth 
wife "Amy with poison.’ 


The case, involving also the death 
ef Dr James Houston, pathologist, 
reached national prominence 
avhen. the wlfe's funcral_was Stopped , 
an autopsy ordered and detectives 
learned that all of Dr Ciements 
three former wives also had diced. 

The coroner Instructed the jury 
that “you are not to inquire whether 
Dr Clements destroyed the lives of 
his three-previous wives.” 

The jury.found that Dr Houston, 
who had reported that Mrs Clements 
death was due to natural causes, 
committed suiclde while “ihe balance 
of his mind was disturbed’' . He 
left a note before talking peison 
expressing regret over errors of 
judgment. 

MAN-ABOUT-TOWN 

Medical witnesses testified that the 
67-year-old Dr Clements was a 
ehurchgoer and man-about-town; 
and his wife, 20 years his junior, 
died of morphine polsoning a few 
days after Dr Clements bought larze 
quantitles of morphine 
from two separate. chemists. 

Referring to Mrs Clements’ death, 
the coroner’ told the ‘jury that ‘it 
passes | out of the category of natural 
causes’ and. concerning the-possibi- 
lity of accldental death, he said, “It 
ig-becattse the evidence of accidents 
throughout the proceeding is so ab- 
sent that I find it difficult to en- 
large on It ur to-enllghten you fure 
ther by‘reviewIng the evidence."

~-When-I-went-along-to.-tho--Groy- 
hound Derby draw the chuirman of 
the G.R.A., Mr Francls Gentle, had 
some bitter comparisons to ° draw 
between banning of midweck dogs 
and freedom of other sports from 
-such restrictlons, He polnted out 
that on one London track the dogs 
drew a crowd of 10,000 on average 
and was banned midweck because of 
the effect on absenteeism while sone 
speedway tracks drew 65,000 and 
were free to continue. He called Jt 
a “gross Injustice.” 


Mr Gentle also asked £f it was 
thought by the public whether the 
conditions af Greyhound Derby 
should be changed. The alternatives 
are to have it open to all and vo 
ket the best dog of the. year, to res- 
trict it to three year olds, the samo 
as the turf ond get best dog of its 
own year, or change distance from 
625 yardseto 725 yards and get the 
year a best stayer os a test of brecd- 
Ing and stamina, -

In Food

Almost evéry food man_ eats 
contains inhibitory. chemicals, 
{some poisonous, that often are 


bad for his health. 

"|, And the best way at present to 
‘guard against them Is to cat a wide 
variety of foods, because the inhibi-. 
tors in some cancel out the Inhibitors 
and oven the poisors In others, 

This new field in nutrition was 
reported in a recent symposium of 
the Biological Chemlstry Section of 
the American Chemical Society by 
Dr Samuel Lepkovsky, of the Uni- 
versity of Callfornia at Berkeley. 

The cereals, he sald, contain sub- 
stances known as phytins which in- 
terfere ‘with assimilation .of the 
calcium necessary both for’ good 
bones and healthy nerves.
